525,000 pounds and the price has held 
up, remarkably well. Taken for the 
year, the price received hag been 65 
per cent of last year, which, taking 
into consideration the drop in other 
farm products, is rathe rwonderful, 

In the flush production of. arly 
June, the price took a violent drop, 
and the farmers rather dropped the: 
business at the time but the price 
swung . steadily back and has_ held 
very steady, ever since. * Compared 
with other places, the commisioner 
points out that in Denmark the price 
received for butter this year was only 
fifty per cent of what it was last year. 

There has been little: disposition on 
the part of the trade to store butter 
this year and there ig little on hand 
now. As to the probability of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand capturing the 
winter trade at the coast for good and 
all, the commissioner states that he is 
of the opinion that this would depend 
largely on the quality and quantity 
of our winter make here.
